KENNEDY OFF 
ON INSPECTION 
OF U.S. POSTS 


WASHINGTON <AP '-P resident 
Kennedy flew west on this Pearl 
Harbor anniversary to visit the 
command post and development 
sites for the swift and terrible 
nuclear response to any future at­ 
tack 
The big presidential jet plane 
took off at 8:35 a.m. from An­ 
drews Air Force Base. Md., head­ 
ing first for Strategic Air Com­ 
mand headquarters near Omaha. 
Neb. Flight time was estimated at 
2 hours and 25 minutes. 


T H R E E-D A Y TRIP 
This was the first leg of a three- 
day trip that also will take the 
President to top-secret nuclear de­ 
velopment and testing stations in 
New Mexico and Nevada. 
Before returning to Washington 
Monday morning, the chief execu­ 
tive will spend a day and a half 
relaxing at crooner Bing Crosby’s 
home at Palm Desert, Calif.

The timing of the trip to SAC 
headquarters at Offutt AFB was 
unusual on two counts: First, it 
coincided with the 21st anniver­ 
sary of Japan’s sneak attack on 
Pearl Harbor naval base—the sig­ 
nal for American entry into World 
War II. Second, it came as SAC 
was preparing to place the first 
Minuteman intercontinental mis­ 
siles in combat-ready status.

articles or books. We accept and 
welcome the tru th and The Times 
I articles are a good step in this 
'direction. 
Without pest control chemicals. 
Adams County would be changed 
beyond recognition. There would 
jbe no com m ercial crops (rf ap­ 
ples. peaches, cherries, raspiier- 
rics, straw berries, potatoes or to­ 
matoes. Many m ore products, in­ 
cluding hay, 
beef and poultry’, 
would be m ore difficult to pro­ 
duce.

PEARL HARBOR. Hawaii (AP)

was 
marked quietly and without cere­ 
mony today mhile the Navy at 
Pearl Harbor turned its attention 
to .sports. 
On Fwd Island, less than a 
mile from the black-scarred coast 
where the Japanese attack of 
Dec. 7, 1941, was centered, a nine- 
hole golf course was dedicated 
A boxing program at Bloch Gym­ 
nasium. across the water from the 
sunken hulk of the USS Arizona, 
featured five am ateur Japanese 
fighters. 
There was no official recogni­ 
tion of the 21st anniversary of the 
darkest moment in U.S. naval 
history. 
DAILY SHUTTLE 
A small boat shuttled between 
the shore and the memorial, as 
it has done daily since last Me­ 
morial Day when the shrine was 
completed. A Navy official said 
larger-than-usual crowds were ex­ 
pected to make the trip. Other­ 
wise activity in the busy harbor 
was normal. 
Veterans groups, other patriotic 
organizations 
and 
individuals 
planned to take flowers to honor 
the 1.102 men entombed in the 
Arizona. 
Although it has done so in other 
years, the Navy scheduled no 
speeches or ceremonies above the 
battleship. A new policy of the 
Navy Department specifies that 
tributes to the dead of battle may 
be held only on Memorial Day. 
FLAG OVER ARIZONA 
Tne American flag was raised 
over the Arizona at dawn—a daily 
ritual. The Arizona is considered 
still in commission by the Navy 
because her crew is aboard. Gi­ 
ant aircraft carriers, nuclear sub­ 
marines and other modem war­ 
ships pipe a salute as they move 
by her "berth." 
The carrier Constellation—larg­ 
est in the Pacific—stood alongside 
the Arizona Thursday and 4.000 
members of her crew lined the 
deck to pay homage to the fallen 
warship. 
The Arizona memorial honors 
a1] dead of the Japanese attack. 
A total of 2.403 men perished in 
the terrible moments of a Sunday 
morning that marked America’s 
entry into World War II. The 
Arizona died eight minutes after 
taking a bomb down her stack.

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JFK TO TOUR 
TEST GROUNDS 
OVER WEEKEND 


WASHINGTON (AP)—President 
Kennedy will view a mid ear-fash­ 
ioned hole in the ground in Neva­ 
da on his weekend tour of mili­ 
tary and scientific centers in the 
Midwest and Far West. 
The White House, in announcing 
Kennedy's schedule, said he will 
fly over the U.S. nuclear weapons 
test -ground in southern Nevada on 
Saturday.

WASHINGTON fAP>-Indurtrial 
spending for new plants and equip­ 
ment ran well ahead of the 
amount predicted for the third 
quarter of 1962 and probably will 
push the year’s total to a record 
high, two government agencies re­ 
port. 
But spending estimates indicate 
a leveling off of capital outlays in 
this quarter and perhaps a slight 
decline in the first part of 1963. 
The joint announcement Wednes­ 
day by the Commerce Department 
and the Securities and Exchange 
Commission said the survey show 
industrial spending reached a rec­ 
ord yearly rate of $38.35 billion 
during the July-September quar­ 
ter. This brings the all-year rate 
of such spending to $37.4 billion 
and if continued to the end of the 
year would eclipse the previous 
high of $37 billion in 1957. 
INDICATES FUTURE 
Government and private econo­ 
mists rely heavily on the survey 
because it shows, in addition to 
the amount of job-creating invest­ 
ment being done, what business 
executives think about future sales 
and earnings. If they are conli 
dent, they expand. 
The survey of future spending 
plans indicates a decline in the 
first quarter of 1963 to a $37.7 bil­ 
lion annual rate.

ABC is shuffling some shows— 
two of them re-runs—and handing 
a resulting open how back to its 
local stations and affiliates to pro­ 
gram. 
The press handouts of all net­ 
works and packagers are loaded 
with little nuggets about their 
bold. exciting, stimulating and off­ 
beat programming plans—for next 
September.

Ho stood up violently 
and thrust his rifle toward the 
West German driver. 
"Ach,” said the truck driver 
without

his 
v o i c e . 
"We’ve got to teach them first 
what humor is. They haven't got 
any.” 
FREIGHT CHECK 
The long-haul truck drivers be­ 
tween West Germany arui West 
Berlin must stop at Communist 
controls to have their freight 
checked. 
It is often a long process Every 
day hundreds of truckers have to 
undergo tiresome Communist ex­ 
amination of their capers and car* 
fees. They often amuse them­ 
selves at the expense of the Com­ 
munist police. 
Another truck from West Ger­ 
many reared up and the driver 
clambered out of his cab. 
“Man look at that baby,” he

West Side apartm ent, he turned 
out “A Thousand Clowre” in 2*4 
years, It rang an immediate hell. 
His experience has made Herb 
something of an apostle for the 
philosophy of chance-taking.

Solicitor Lester Chalmers told 
the judge the state would never 
have been able to bring Goldberg 
and Lekometros to trial without 
the testimony of Green and Wag­ 
man. 
Judge Clark gave Paul Walker, 
another New Yorker who pleaded 
guilty to similar bribery charges, 
18 months in prison. 
Wagman already is under a five 
year sentence in Florida. He faces 
five to IO years in New York. A 
warrant has been issued for him 


in Philadelphia. Green has plead­ 
ed guilty to charges in New York 
which could land him a IO to 20 
year term. 
Goldberg, 46, and Lekometros, 
39. each received five-year terms 
and stiff fines for supplying the 
money used to influence North 
Carolina State College players in 
eight games.
